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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Watkins does not disclose 
the limitation "when the resource is unowned by any of the plurality of bus masters, establishing the communication path between the 
resource and the at least one of the bus masters based on a map definition defined by a first master of the plurality of bus masters." 
Examiner agrees with this statement, as established in the final rejection. One cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In 
re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). 

Applicant further argues that Watkins teaches away from this limitation because Watkins teaches preventing communication by aborting an 
access when the device is "unowned," However, Examiner respectfully disagrees. The text pointed by Applicant is referring to 
communication on the system bus or the maintenance bus between the master and resource, not the communication path(Figure 7, 17) 
transferring the additional signal, i.e. interrupt. If the resource is unowned, and the resource causes an interrupt, one skilled in the art would 
recognize that this interrupt needs to be processed. Woods discloses a default master for receiving Interrupts. It would be obvious for one 
skilled In the art to deliver interrupts to a default processor If the resource Is unowned so that the resource's Interrupts can still be 
processed. 

Applicant further argues that Watkins does not disclose a map definition. Again, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references. Watkins discloses ownership bits to establish ownership and 
Woods discloses all interrupts delivered to a default master, thereby defining a map definition. As pointed to earlier, if the resource is 
unowned, and the resource causes an interrupt, one skilled in the art would recognize that this interrupt needs to be processed. It would be 
obvious for one skilled in the art to deliver interrupts to a default processor if the resource is unowned so that the resource's interrupts can 
still be processed. 

For the above reasons, Applicant's arguments are not found persuasive. . 
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
